Copenhagen.—The present queen of 
Denmark is just three months young:

born on Dec, 24, 1870. King Christ- 
ian X, was born at Charlottenlund on 
Sept. 26, 1870. 

It is interesting to note that the flag 
under which Christian X. will reign 
is the oldest national ensign in Eur- 
ope. Its origin is much mixed up 
with legend, but is is certain that it 
dates back to the thirteenth century. 

According to the legendary origin 
of the flag of Denmark, King Walde- 
mar was leading his forces to battle 
in the year 1219 when a cross sudden- 
ly appeared to him in the sky.

To the 
public outside of his own country he 
is known particularly for his happy 
marriage with Princess Alexandrina 
the eldest daughter of the Grand 
Duchess Anastasia of Mecklenburg;

The People of Great Britain. 

Etbnologically Great Britain is a mix- 
ture of many races, resuiting from a 
succession of invasions.

cause a building is fireproof it should 
in some occult fashion prevent the con- 
tents from burning. 

It is a matter of record that where 
buildings called fireproof bave been 
destroyed they have been found to 
have violated some fundamental prin- 
ciple of the really fireproof building. 

A fireproof building must be consid- 
ered apart from its contents, for the 
structure ftself can in no way pre 
vent the burning of combustible ma- 
terial Within it except the spread of 
fire. It ts true that as yet we have 
not attained the absolutely fireproof 
building, since even the best fireproof- 
ing materia! we have today is some 
what damageable by fires, but we can 
and do erect structures that are prac- 
tically fireproof. 

The term “fireproof” tn building con- 
struction means a capability of with- 
standing firé without being materially 
damaged. A fireproof building, there- 
fore, may be defined as one that is 
capable of having its contents cremat- 


ed without material impairment struc. | 


turally. That is, all burnable material 
may be destroyed, but the structure It- 
self will remain intact, requiring only 
the replacement of some of the fire- 
proofing and the interior finish to make 
it again ready for occupancy.—B. P. 
Walther in Engineering Magazine. 


THE CRAVING FOR FOOD. . 


Man Eats Because He’s Hungry, Not | 


For Scientific Reasons, 


In an article in the Popular Science | 


Monthiy Professor W. B. Cannon of 
the Harvard Medical school writes: 
“*‘Why do we eat?’ This question, pre- 
sented to a group of educated people, 
is likely to bring forth the answer, ‘We 


eat to compensate for body waste or | 


to supply the body with fuel for its la- 
bors.’ Although the body is in fact 
josing weight continuously and draw- 
ing continuously on its store of energy 
and although the body must periodi- 
cally be supplied with fresh material 
and enetgy in order to keep.a more or 
less even balance between the income 
and the outgo, this maintenance of 
weight and strength is not the motive 
for taking food. 

“Primitive nun and the lower animals 
may be regarded as quite unacquainted 
with notions of the equilibrium of mat- 
ter and energy in the body, and yet 
they take food and have an efficient ex- 
istence in spite of this ignorance.

Natural de- 
sires and impulses arise in conscious- 
ness, driving us to action, and only by 
analysis do we learn their origin or di- 
vine their significance.

not in convictions about metabolism, 
but in the experiences of appetite and 
bunger.”

The society is 
similar in some ways to the Order of 
the Cincinnati, founded by French and 
American officers at the close of the 
American Revolution, the object of the 
society being to perpetuate friendships 
formed during the war.—New York Sun. 


Stone Microbes. 

The decay of building stones, accord. 
ing to more than one authority, is not 
due to wind action or other surface in- 
fluence, but to internal disintegration 
fesembling wood rot, and this is as- 
cribed by some to a low organism like 
the fungi and the molds that cause the 
decay of vegetable substances, 

A cure has been found for the stone 
disease, or at least a form of treatment 
that dimipishes its ravages. The stones 
are treated with germicides, the best 
of which appears to be a mixture of 
sulphate of copper solution with bi- 
chloride of mercury and creosote,

your house, from attic to cellar, They 
are well worth looking for.

A little 
later came gilding—and the evolution 
of the modern picture frame was sim- 
ply a matter of time. 

The drawing room is a perfect mine 
| of history, As most people know, this 
| is, strictly, the “withdrawing room,” 
lto which one withdraws after dinner, 

as the name implies. 

The antimacassars over the backs of 
| the chairs similarly carry their object 
in life in their name, These more or 
less artistic things had their begin- 
niugs some 150 years ago, when every 
one used macassar oll for the hair. 
{Tho mistress of the household then 
avould no more permit greasy polls to 
spoil her fine chairs than would the 
modern mistress, And, lo, the antima- 
cassar! 

Of chairs themselves, perhaps the 
most interesting feature is the famillar 
crossbar—tecbhnically known as the 
stretcher—which joins the frout legs. 
Nowadays its purpose is usually for 
ornamentation, sometimes strength, 
though often it is absent altogether. 

It harks back to the days of the first 
chairs, when knights and dames want- 
ed to keep their fect off the cold, 
drafty, rush littered floors; hence 
‘the stretcher.

To this 
day, “taking the chair” denotes taking 
the head of affairs, reminiscent of the 
time when there was only ove chalr in 
a room, three legged stools at the most 
being provided for less important folk. 

\WVindow curtains, agaip, have their 
little romance. Originally all windows 
were in the roof, but in time came open 
windows in the wall. In the middle 
ages some one brought from China the 
idea of using cloth to cover the win- 
dows, and there is the origin of your 
curtain, with its frills and loops. 

The glass chandeller, if you have one 
they are out of fashion now—can be 
put down to the workmen refugees 
from France driven from their homes 
by Louls XIV. by the revocation of the 
edict of Nantes in 1685.
